Wea answer that this assumption is at war with
reason and probability. These States eagerly
desirg readmssion to Coneress.  The loyal
States, through Congress, have proposed terms
which {he impartial must (and. do) pronounce
fair snd hboral. Toe judgment of the country
approves them, If, now, the South should vir-
tumily say, “‘We will not ratify, we prefer to
stay out;” public opinion would respond, “Stay
out, then; we can stand it as long as you can,”
The South will find this a losing business, and
back ‘out of it ungracefolly, Bhe will prefer to
keep out, that I8, to-ratify and come in. The
proofs of this already afforded are decisive,

The Northern Copperheads saw fit to fight the
amendment desperately in Coneress, They

The detalls show a net
liguidation of $22,846,226 during the month of
Beptember; of $06,051,426 since June 1, 1860;
and of $184,016,834 since August 1, 1865, when
the debt was largest, The net indebiedness of
the conntry Augnst 1, 1865, wa« $4,757,258,276:
October 1, 18606, wis $2,8 JBM2: nel Dguida-
tion in ourteen wonths, 183,916,894,

Thus it appesrs that the debt bas been can-
eelled b the monthly rate ol over thirtegn mil-
lions since August 1, 1865,

Gratifying headway is being made in {unding |
the temporsry obligations o1 the Government, |
as a necessary preliminary to their prompt dis-
charge., Five-lwenty bonds are steadily super-
seding the less manageable burdens, such ns
Seven-ihirty potes, thus measurably relieving
the Department from apprehended embarrass- |
ment, and enabling it to make timely provigion
for the'elaime of the nationul ereditors by bring-
ing the debt as nearly s practicable, under ex-
isting suthority, into a consolidated and con-
trollable form. More than ecigbty-six milliovs
of the Beven-thirty loan (originally $830,000,000,
now redpced to $743,906,005) have thus been
tunded. The notes g0 provided for were nearly
all of the first series, maturing In Avgust of” the |
coming year, Hence, itseems that over a fourth |
of the notes of this series (originally amounting |
